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Many patriotic Americans are still hoping 
against hope that their Country has not 
been taken over by betrayers and sub- 
verters. They compare Kennedy’s “new” 
methods with those of the colorless Eisen- 
hower and conclude their rage and disgust 
at the time of the vote fraud disclosures 
was perhaps mistaken. That Kennedy was 
fraudulently elected as President by every 
device of vote-rigging known to the poli- 
ticians is forgotten.

In spite of being brainwashed by every | 


device of communication known, in spite of 
being isolated from the truth, in spite of 
having been disinherited from the freedoms 
of their forefathers, a segment of the youth 
of America has awakened—slowly,—to the 
grim reality that their elders have failed 
to stem the tide of subversion seeping over 
this Nation. 

From November 10, 1960 to March 12, 
1961, there were 240 Kennedy appointments 
or reappointments made and announced to 
the press. These included the top 80 jobs: 
the Cabinet, Under Secretaries, Assistant 
Secretaries, and White House staff. A 
portion of the 400-500 jobs in the policy 
making field below the rank of Assistant 
Secretary have been filled. There is a third 
group. of appointments numbering 1200 or 
more. In other words there are about 1800 
policy-making jobs. And there are 2200 
more jobs by appointments below this level, 
making 5000 in all, superimposed on the 
vast Federal Civil Service. This political 
job dispensation or “patronage” is the 
method by which Kennedy will control the 
entire governmental structure. 

Let us examine some of the top appoint- 
ments first. 

ARTHUR J. GOLDBERG, is indentified 
in the ADL Bulletin, Jan. 1961, page 8, 
as a member of the Washington, D.C., 
Board of Directors of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. Appendix 9 of the 
Special Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, 1944, identifies him as President of the 
Chicago Chapter of the National Lawyers 
Guild at the time he sponsored the Chicago 
Conference on Race Relations, 7/22/39, a 
cited Communist-front operation. The Na- 
tional Lawyers Guild has been repeatedly 
cited not only as a Communist-front but as 
the legal arm in the United States of the 
Communist Party. And Goldberg was Presi- 
dent of its top chapter outside of New York 





City! (p. 610) He was also a sponsor of the 
Washington, D.C., Conference on Constitu- 
tional Liberties in America, June 7-9, 1940, 
a cited Communist-front enterprise which 
launched the National Federation for Con- 
stitutional Liberties. At the time of the 
holding of this Conference, the Communist 
Party was working under the line deter- 
mined by the Stalin-Hitler pact. (p. 651) 
He was a sponsor of the National Emergency 
Conference which met in Washington, D.C. 
on May 13 and 14, 1939 to map plans of 
action against a number of bills in Congress 
which would require deportation of Commu- 
nist aliens, enforce registration, fingerprint- 
ing, and imprisonment of Communists, etc. 
This was a cited front. (p. 1206.) 

In 1956 Goldberg was a member of the 
administrative committee of the National 
Civil Liberties Clearing House of Wash- 
ington, D.C., the advisory board of which 
included Walter P. Reuther. Its treasurer 
at that time was Herman Edelsberg xx, of 
the ADL; its vice-chairmen included Irving 
Ferman xx, of the cited Communist-front 
American Civil Liberties Union and John 
J. Gunther of the Americans For Demo- 
cratic Action, a marxist political action 
organization. Representatives from _ the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews,

the American Jewish Congress and the 
NAACP were co-members of the adminis- 
trative committee with Goldberg. In 1957 
Goldberg was still on the committee, along 
with a representative of the American 
Jewish Committee as Treasurer; Herman 
Edelsberg was Chairman and Kenneth 
Birkhead of the very pink American Veter- 
ans Committee was a new vice chairman. 
(See letterheads of NCLCH.) 

In 1957 Arthur J. Goldberg was a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the Religion 
and Labor Foundation, a _ cited front. 
Co-members of the board with Goldberg 
included Communist-fronters Walter P. 
Reuther, James B. Carey, Henry Hitt Crane, 


Jerome Davis, Benjamin Mays, A. Phillip — 


Randolph, and others. (See program for 
4/24/57 Social Justice Award to Commu- 
nist-fronters Herbert Lehman and Martin 
Luther King.) 

The Internal Security Subcommittee held 
hearings on “Interlocking Subversion in 
Government Departments” on May 19, 1953, 
Part 8, and during the testimony of one 
Charles Flato (pages 501-2) he swore that 
he had been sought out by Arthur Goldberg 
to do some writing assignments of pamphlets 
for the CIO in 1948 and 1949. He also 
declined to answer whether he was a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party during the 
period he worked for Goldberg. 

Arthur J. Goldberg was a member of the 
board of directors of the Fund for the 
Republic as late as January 1961 and of 
the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace in 1960. There is a wealth of material 
on the subversive nature of both organ- 
izations. Alger Hiss was President of the 
latter organization. He has been the general 
counsel for the AFL-CIO, United Steel- 
workers of America, the ILGWU (David 
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Dubinsky’s union), the Textile Workers 
Union, the Transport Workers Union (Mike 
Quill), the American Newspaper Guild and 
others. Goldberg suggested and secured the 
appointments of at least 4 high union 
officials to top posts in the Department 
of Labor. Back in 1949 he had been the 
strategist behind the nation’s longest and 
costliest steel strike, which lasted 116 days. 
And earlier in the forties he had been the 
chief of the division of the thoroughly com- 
munized Office of Strategic Services (OSS) 
which organized the labor underground 
activities behind enemy lines. Jacob S. 
Potofsky <x, of the CIO, a long-time Com- 
munist-fronter, had originally urged that 
Goldberg be hired as general counsel of 
the CIO. (All data in this article may be 
found in the N.Y. Times Nov. 10, 1960 
to March 12, 1961, unless otherwise indi- 
cated.) 


DAVID DEAN RUSK, Secretary of State 
attended the infamous secret ‘meeting of the 
Bilderberg Conference, held at St. Simon’s 
Island, Georgia, in February 1957. He told 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee he 
had been at several of the ten or more 
meetings held to date. The American head- 
quarters of this secret international organi- 
zation are in the office of Joseph E. Johnson, 
President of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace, the man who had been 
Alger Hiss’ chief assistant in the State 
Department and took his position as head 
of the Endowment after Hiss was exposed 
as a traitor. Rusk’s service under Johnson 
in the State Department places him very 
closely to the key man in the Bilderberg 
group. 

Rusk was a Rhodes Scholar and on the 
basis of this background was given charge 
of the British Empire Division of the red 
OSS during World War 11 where he worked 
closely with his friend, the identified Com- 
munist, Ralph Bunche. He became the 
Deputy Chief of Staff under General Joe 
Stillwell and therefore was privy to, and 
most certainly an intimate participant in the 
violently pro-Communist activities of Still- 
well in the China-Burma India Theater. In 
June 1945 he worked on the plans for the 
military-security arrangements of the United 
Nations (Chapter 7 of the U.N. Charter) 
as a member of the Operations Division 
of the War Department’s General Staff. 
(In 1941 he had been in the Department’s 
Military Intelligence, Asiatic division.) In 
1946 he entered the State Department as 
an Assistant Director concerned with the 
U.N. He was a special assistant for a time 
in the War Department under Robert 
Patterson. Upon the recommendation of 
Dean Acheson, an old Louis Brandeis and 
Felix Frankfurter protege, he returned to 
State Dept. to take Hiss’s place and served 
under Marshall. In March 1950 he became 
Assistant Secretary for Far Eastern Affairs. 
It was he who, on the night of June 25, 
1950, when the Communist troops invaded 
South Korea, telephoned Dean Acheson and 
secured permission to ask Trygve Lie to 
convene a U.N. meeting the next day so 


as to have the Korean effort by the Amer- 
ican troops declared a U.N. enterprise. The 
Korean blood bath and debacle was a direct 
result of this action by Rusk. And later Rusk 
accompanied Truman to Wake Island for 
his conference with Douglas MacArthur, the 
prelude to the dismissal of the General. 


In March 1952 John Foster Dulles and 
Robert A. Lovett, a Frankfurter protege, 
recommended Rusk for the job as head of 
the Rockefeller Foundation. And again it 
was Lovett who recommended Rusk for the 
job as Secretary of State in 1961. (Time, 
12/26/50; Nomination of Dean Rusk, hear- 
ing, Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
1/12/61.) Rusk also headed the General 
Education Board, took part in Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund panels, the Council on 
Foreign Relations, and has a trust agreement 
with the Chase Manhattan Bank. 

Rusk is evasive verbally and a sharp 
individual. He was asked what his position 
was on Communist China and its recognition 
by the U.N. Imbedded in a mass of verbiage 
were these statements: “I think it would 
‘be difficult for us to specify at what point 


we deal with specific issues on this matter.. 


- - - I see no prospect at the present time 
that normal relations could be established 
with the authorities in Peiping. . . . I do not 
think that I can comment on the details 
as we move into the future.” The Senators 
should have challenged him on such an 
answer. 


Rusk equivocated when asked about his 
advocacy of the two-China policy (repre- 
sentation in the U.N. by both Taiwan and 
Red China). He stated that he and Acheson 
were warm and close friends. (He was 
definite about this!) When asked about the 
future of the United States in U.N., which 
has 99 members now, in the event we are 
consistently outvoted, Rusk said he did not 
believe “that American national interests 
have been damaged by the parliamentary 
situation, the voting situation, in these 
international bodies.” He said he believed 
American prestige had been damaged be- 
cause “we have not kept our contact with 
some. . . of the demands for change which 
are a part of the democratic type of 
revolution which is a part of our own 
tradition.” He implied the U.S. could not 
legally veto admission of Red China into 
the U.N. He affirmed he hoped we could 
“get on with the general sort of world 
community we are talking about in the U.N. 
Charter.” Finally, it should be mentioned 
that it was State Department official Dean 
Rusk who was behind the maneuvering 
which brought about the immediate re- 
cognition of Israel by the U.S. in 1948. 


ROBERT S. McNAMARA, Ford Motor Co. 
official, was recommended as Secretary of 
Defense by Robert A. Lovett. He was one 
of the 98 Harvard faculty members who 
voted for FDR for a third term in 1940 
(2 voted for Willkie!). He taught in the 
Harvard Business School. 


J. EDWARD DAY, Postmaster General, 
was an editor of the Harvard Law Review 


(1936-37). After graduation he joined the » 


firm of Sidley, Austin, Burgess, and Harper. 
He became a close friend of a partner in 


that firm, Adlai Stevenson; became his 
administrative assistant in 1949' when Adlai 
was Governor of Illinois; was elevated to 
be Insurance Commissioner of Lllinois. 


ORVILLE L. FREEMAN, Secretary of 
Agriculture, was a leader in the Democrat 
Farmer Labor Party and an adminstrative 
assistant to Hubert H. Humphrey, admitted 
radical, when he was Mayor of Minneapolis. 
Luther Hodges, Secretary of Commerce, 
worked in ECA (Marshall plan) and for 
the pro-Communist Marshall Field. Hodges’ 
son is now at the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration. 


ABRAHAM A. RIBICOFFxx, heads the 
very socialized Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare and is distinguished by 
his—according to Westbrook Pegler’s best 
judgement—association at the Democratic 
Convention with Sam Carpxx, the brother- 
in-law of Molotov, (9/2/60). 


ROBERT F. KENNEDY, a Harvard man, 
is of course Jack Kennedy’s alter ego and 
the last man who should be the chief legal 
officer of the United States Government. 
His ruthless thirst for vengeance, lack of 
experience, and hot temper are not qualities 
that make for a good Attorney General. 
His personal friendship for Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas—shared by the 
entire Kennedy family—is another liability. 
Douglas is currently a consultant to the 
Fund For The Republic’s Center for the 
Study of Democratic Institutions. Douglas 
urged immediate admission of Red China 
into the U.N. in a speech before the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America on Nov. 14, 
1960. His record of support of Communists 
in court cases before the Supreme Court 
is unparalleled in the history of that body. 


C. DOUGLAS DILLON&x, Secretary of the 
Treasury, is, according to the N.Y. Daily 
News, 2/9/61, p. 40, another of the evasive 
Kennedy appointees. And Dillon’s grand- 
father was Sam Lapowski, a Polish Jew. 
Lapowski switched to his mother’s maiden 
name, Dillon. C. Douglas Dillon attended 
Harvard. He and Jack Kennedy both are 
members of The Spee (a club) at Harvard. 
He prepared speeches for John Foster Dulles 
in 1948 and for Thomas E. Dewey. Dillon 
is a key man, a carry-over from the State 
Department under Eisenhower. 


Below the Cabinet level, starting with 
the State Department, we find CHESTER 
BOWLES as the Under Secretary, According 
to the Congressional Record, February 19, 
1946, page A893, the Washington Chapter 
of the National Lawyers Guild, the offici- 
ally cited legal arm of the Communist 
Party in the United States, gave a banquet 
in honor of Chester Bowles on February 15, 
1946, Bowles was then head of the OPA. 
Henry Wallace, then Secretary of Commerce 
and one of the most notorious pro-Soviet 
apologists in America, gave the main 
address. According to the N.Y. Times, 
10/16/46, Chester Bowles attended the 
conference of the Coordinating Committee 
of the (Chicago) Conference of Progressives, 
a Communist-front operation. A letterhead 
@i the marxist-socialist Americans For 
Pemocratic Action of April 1952 listed 
Chester Bowles as a member of the board 


+ 
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of Jan. 1950. as a vice-Chairman. In October 
1956 ‘Mrs..Chester Bowles was a member 
of the National Advisory Board of the 
American Committee on Africa, a socialist— 
pacifist organization which has agitated for 
the overthrow of the Union of South Africa 
government by direct intervention in the 
‘political affairs of that country. The Three 
- Year Report of the Fund for the Republic, 
identifies Chester Bowles as a member of 
the Board of Directors of this Communist— 
aiding organization. Who’s Who, 1942-43, 
‘p. 365, listed Bowles as a director of 
the Communist-infiltrated National Urban 
' League. He was a member, in 1952, of the 
U.S. National Commission for UNESOO, 
subject of a special report by the American 
Legion’s Counter-Subversive Committee, 
listing the extensive Communist-front rec- 
ords of its members. 

In the hearing on Bowles’ nomination 
before the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations (1/19/61), he stated he had 
been a delegate to UNESCO’s Paris session 
in 1946; been a special assistant to Trygve 
Lie, Secretary-General of the U.N. in 1947, 
and international chairman of the U.N. 
Appeal for Children the same year; been 
a trustee of the Rockefeller Foundation 
since 1954; a member of the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund Special Studies Project on 
‘National Policy in 1957; and of other 
internationalist organizations. He called for 
the neutralization of the islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu in an article on the China prob- 
lem, published in Foreign Affairs in April 
1960, p. 481, an appeaser’s attitude. Bowles 
was Chairman of Committee which wrote 
the radically socialist Democratic platform 
for the 1960 election. 

The Assistant Secretary of State for 
African Affairs, Gerhard Mennen Williams, 
Michigan puppet of Walter Reuther for 
many years, during his tour of Africa has 
managed to infuriate every responsible 
governmental official in the British colonies 
by his rabid anti-colonial attitude and 
‘interference by courtship of the Negroes. 
Williams as Governor of Michigan sent 
his. official greetings to a convention in 
Detroit held by the National Lawyers ‘Guild, 
legal arm of the Communist Party, accord- 
ing to the Daily Worker, 2/21/56, p. 5. 
He is a member of the NAACP and the 
National Urban League (Time, 12/12/60). 


JOHN J. McCLOY, is the Disarmament 
‘Administrator under Dean Rusk. He attend- 
ed Harvard Law School, studied under 
his good friend Felix Frankfurter. Secretary 
of War Henry Stimson, who had brought 
Frankfurter into government" service back 
in 1906, and who in World War 11 was 
indebted to Frankfurter for his job, hired 
McCloy as a consultant in 1940. McCloy 
became Assistant Secretary of War in 1941, 
remained until 1945. He was an adviser 
to Dulles and in 1947-49 headed the Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment (World Bank). From 1952-61 he was 
chairman of the board of Rockefeller’s Chase 
Manhattan Bank. He is married to Ellen 
Zinnser, sister to Peggy Zinnser, wife of 
Lewis Douglas, an intimate friend to Dean 
(Acheson and the man who proposed that 
Acheson become Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury. Acheson had been law clerk to 
Louis Brandeis and with Frankfurter’s 
endorsement he got the job. (“The New 
Dealers,” Simon and Schuster, 1934) McCloy 
was U.S. High Commissioner for Germany, 
1949-52. His activities there on behalf of 
Communists have been extensively documen- 
ted. A close-up in the N.Y. Post, 1/8/61. p.2, 
Magazine section, by Communist-fronter 
Theodore Kaghan, who was forced out of 
his employment in Germany following hear- 
ings by Senator Joseph McCarthy, wrote 


that “McCloy had helped write a War De- 
partment order which instructed command- 
ers to take no action, predicated on member- 
ship ‘in or adherence to the doctrines of the 
Communist Party unless there is a specific 
‘finding that the individual involved has 4 
loyalty to the Communist Party as an 

tion which over-rides his loyalty to 
the United States. No such finding should

ADLAI E. STEVENSON, Ambassador to- 


the U.N., has far too extensive a record of 
support of the Communist Party and various 
of its enterprises to quote here. The Commu- 
nist backed Stevenson for Presidency 
in 1952 (Daily Worker, 10/19/52) as have 
hundreds of individual Communists and no- 
torious fronters. He testified in behalf of 
his long-time friend, Alger Hiss, whom 
he had known since 1933. His law firm 
merged with that of Paul, Weiss, Rifkind, 
Wharton and Garrison, the most dangerous 
law firm in the United States in terms of 
the subversive affiliations of its members 
and the activities of its partners. This firm 
has spearheaded the fight for pornography 
in this country. (See “The Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover Case,” American Mercury, Jan.1960) ; 
was intimately involved in the defense of 
Alger Hiss; and includes among its members 
Lloyd Garrison, attorney for J. Robert 
Oppenhelmer and Arthur Miller, an old 
Felix Frankfurter protege and a long-time 
Communist-fronter.Louis Weiss (deceased) 
has been identified as a Party member. 
Past associates of Stevenson’s have swarmed 
into the Kennedy administration. Stevenson 
is a charter member of ADA. 


W. AVERELL HARRIMAN, Ambassador 
At Large, has been in government service 
since 1934 (NRA) and has operated at the 
highest possible policy level. The damage 
this man has done to the civilized world 
is incalculable. At his nomination hearing 
(1/31/61) he defended. the Yalta agree- 
ments, in which he _ participated; praised 
the pro-Soviet Phil Jessup, with whom he 
worked during the Korean War; insisted 
that we could come to an agreement with 
the Soviet Union on disarmament. He was 
educated at Yale and Oxford, has been 
listed as a chief stockholder of the maga- 
zines, Time, Life and Fortune, anda joint 
owner of Newsweek. As Governor of N.Y. 
he was elected with ADA, Liberal Party 
and American Labor Party (Communist 
Party) support. (National Guardian, 11/21/ 
55, p.4). His strategists included Alex Rose, 
David Dubinsky and Arthur Schlesinger, Jr. 
(of the socialist Liberal Party). He attended

Groton with Dean Acheson, is an intimate 
friend of Adlai Stevenson and Eleanor 
‘Roosevelt. He was a mémber of the Council 
on Foreign Relations as far back as 1925. 


W. WILLARD WIRTZxx, Under Secretary 
of Labor was a partner in Stevenson, Rifkind 
and Wirtz (Chicago branch of the firm 
mentioned earlier) ,and is a Harvard man. 

The Deputy Secretary of Defense is 


ROSWELL L. GILPATRIC (Yale), booted 
out of his job as Undersecretary of the Air 
Force when he started propagandizing the 
lie (1952) that the Soviet jet progress was 
ahead of that of the United States. 


Secretary of the Air Force EUGENE M. 
ZUCKERT (Yale; Harvard faculty Business 
School) .has been a long time close associate 
of Stuart Symington, was Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Air Force under him. Symington 
conspired during the Army-McCarthy hear- 
ings with high government officials who 
were out to “get” Senator McCarthy. He 
made a gaudy defense of the identified 
Communist ‘Annie Lee Moss. Zuckert roomed 
at Salisbury School (Conn.) with G. Mennen 
Williams; studied law at Yale under William 
O. Douglas; was fellow faculty member at 
Harvard with Robert McNamara. (Time, 
1/6/51) 


PAUL H. NITZE, Assistant Secretary for 
International Affairs, a Harvard man, was 
with Dillon, Read 1929-38. He has been 
an adviser to Adlai Stevenson in recent 
years and was chairman in September 1960 
of Kennedy’s private committee of consul- 
tants (the “Harvard Group”—Saturday Eve- 
ning Post 8/13/60, p.59) (Time, Jan. 2, 
1961). Nitze was a key policy planner 
in the State Dept. under Truman. He directed 
a Fund for the Republic program. 


ROBERT V. ROOSA, Under Secretary for 
Monetary Affairs, is a Rhodes scholar, 
taught at Harvard and MIT. 


BYRON R. WHITE, Deputy Attorney— 
General, is a Rhodes scholar. 


GEORGE W. BALL, Under Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs, is one of the key 
men in the Kennedy administration and 
one of the most dangerous in terms of his 
virtually unknown background. At his 
nomination hearing (1/24/61) he testified 
that immediately upon graduation he was 
one of several young law school graduates 
who was recruited by Prof. Herman 
Oliphant, who had just become General 
Counsel of the Farm Credit Administration 
(headed by Henry Morgenthau, Jr.) When 
Morgenthau, a Frankfurter protege, became 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury, he took 
Oliphant, also a Frankfurter protege, and 
Ball with him. (1933-34.) It was Oliphant 
who found the loop-hole in the law on which 
the gold policy (of Roosevelt’s) was first 
based. (Chicago Daily News, Paul Mallon’s 
“Washington Notebook.” 2/27/34). 

In 1942-44 Ball was Associate General 
Counsel Lend Lease Administration, and the 
legal adviser to Edward Stettinius;Jr., the 
Administrator. He became a founding part- 
ner in 1945 of the law firm of Cleary, 
Gottlieb, Steen and Ball, which is the foreign 
agent for the European Common Market 
and its affiliated organizations, Ball being 
the counsel for the Common Market. Ball 
attended ten or more of the international 
conferences of the Bilderberg Group. He 
is very active in the studies and work of 
the Council on Foreign Relations. He wrote, 
with Thomas K. Finletter, a very vicious 
letter attacking Nixon (to the N.Y. Times, 
10/9/60) in which he asserted Nixon was 
an utter phony. This man is completely 
internationalized in his thinking. His present 
job gives him authority as the mutual 
security coordinator over the ICA, as chair- 
man of the board of the Development Loan 
Fund, as Alternate Governor of the World 
Bank. He was head of the Volunteers for 
Stevenson in 1952. 


WILBUR COHEN xx was nominated (at 
this writing Senator Byrd has held up his 
confirmation hearings) to be Asst. Secy. 
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for Legislative Matters of the Dept. of 
Health, Education and Welfare. He headed 
a task force for Kennedy on medical care 
for the aged under the social security 
system, an outright socialist plan. Cohen 
had been a technical adviser to the Social 
Security Administration from 1936-54. 


‘ALLEN W. DULLES has been retained by 
Kennedy as director of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. Dulles attended Princeton 
and is a director of the Council on For- 
eign Relations. The CIA has averted in- 
vestigations of itself by various committees 
seeking to uncover subversive influences 
within the agency, yet word of the socialist 
underground throughout the world opera- 
ting in a clandestine fashion for the CIA 
has leaked out. Dulles has been in govern- 
ment service since 1916. Allen and John 
Foster Dulles worked as a team from the 
beginning, even while in separate jobs, 
through the firm of Sullivan and Cromwell. 
John was an adviser, sponser and mentor 
to Alger Hiss; an adviser to Dean Acheson; 
an early (1906) secretary to the Hague 
Peace Conference; very active in Communist 
Institute of Pacific Relations; close friend 
to Phil Jessup and many others as bad; 
chairman of the board of the Rockefeller 
Foundation; a leading figure in the sub- 
versive National Council of Churches; a 
supporter of the one-world organization, 
Federal Union; etc., etc. (See “Rockefeller 


Internationalist,” 1952). 


JAMES M. LANDIS was a member of the 
Harvard Group, has been the lawyer for 
all the Kennedys for years. Landis was 
lawclerk to and an early protege of Louis 
Brandeis; co-author of a book in 1928 with 
Felix Frankfurter; a key protege of Frank- 
furter’s brought to Washington as a member 
of the S.E.C. (he did most of the drafting 
of the act) and later head of it. He and 
Joe Kennedy brought William O. Douglas 
into the S.E.C. When Landis became Dean 
of Harvard Law School, Douglas became 
chairman of the S.E.C. First Kennedy, then 
Landis, then Douglas. (“The Remarkable 
Kennedys,” by Joe McCarthy, (not Senator) 
1960, p. 48-50, 96). Landis is a_ special 
assistant to Kennedy on the regulatory 
agencies, having prepared a task force 
report on them as his first job. In earlier 
years his wife slipped up and sponsored 
the Communist party organization, the 
Washington League of Women Shoppers. 
(Appendix 9, p. 1023). 

Other members of the Office of the 
President include Pierre Salinger xx, Press 
Secretary; Theodore Chaikin Sorenson xx, 
Special Counsel, Kennedy’s closest associate 
during the past 8 years, liaison between the 
Harvard Group and the rest of the “egg- 
heads” throughout the country. 


ANDREW T. HATCHER, Negro, Asso- 
ciate Press Secretary, a staff man in Steven- 
son’s 1956 Campaign.

MYER FELDMAN&X, chief researcher for 
Kennedy in 1960, Deputy Special Counsel, 
and a past-employee-of the S.E.C., Bureau 
of the Budget, and liaison man between 
Truman and Eisenhower in 1952. 


The Office of the President also has other 
members. DAVID ELLIOT BELL, Director 
of the Bureau of the Budget, an economist 
who was an administrative executive ass’t. 
to Truman, 1949-53, and his speech writer 
on economics. He was head of Stevenson’s 
research staff in. the 1952 campaign and a 
co-worker with Seymour Harris and Kenneth 
Galbraith at Harvard where he has taught 
off and on since 1941. From 1954-57 he 
was a professor at Harvard’s Graduate 
School of Public Administration (Littauer 
School) and after that a lecturer and chief 
administrative officer. 


Myer Feldman’s assistant is a Budget 
Bureau expert, HANS A. ADLER, Fred L. 
Holborn, a Harvard government professor, 
is another administrative assistant to Pres. 
Kennedy. 


McGEORGE BUNDY, Kennedy’s Special 
Assistant on National Security Affairs, was 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts and Sciences of 
Harvard, has writen for the Council on For- 
eign Relations, will be the factotum of the 
National .Security.Council, as chief of its 
planning staff. His brother, William P. 
Bundy of the CIA, is Paul Nitze’s assis- 
tant, and a Harvard man. He also is 
Acheson’s_ son-in-law. Senator McCarthy 
had him investigated. McGeorge Bundy 
attended the 1957 Bilderberg Conference. 


FRANK D. REEVES, a Kennedy Cam- 
paign aide, is the special assistant to the 
President in the handling of minorities. He 
is a Canadian Negro. 


PROF. RICHARD NEUSTADT, a Uni- 
versity faculty member and a Harvard man, 
is a temporary consultant on government 
organization. He served in the Budget 
Bureau under Truman. Other consultants on 
the Executive Branch are Sidney Stein Jr. xx, 
from Chicago; Robert A. Lovett, who picked 
top cabinet members for Kennedy after he 
himself had refused a top post (Lovett is 
a Frankfurter xx protege and was Secretary 
of Defense—with Anna Rosenberg xx as his 
underling—and Under Secretary of. State 
under Truman); and Don K. Price, dean 
of Harvard’s. Littauer. School, vice-president 
of the Ford Foundation and a participant 
in the 1957 Bilderberg Conference. 


ADOLPH BERLE JR.xx, is Kennedy’s Am- 
bassador to the Organization of American 
States and his “expert on Latin-American 
Affairs. Berle perjured himself before the 
House Un-American’ Activities Committee 
when he: contradicted Whittaker Chambers 
testimony that he had given Alger Hiss’ and 
other -communist. agents’ names to Berle 
in 1939. as- espionage agents. Berle’s own 
notes. giving the. lie .to his testimony were 
produced by the FBI during the Hiss’ trial 
for perjury. (See Witness, Whittaker Cham- 
bers, 1952) Berle was security officer of 
the State Department in 1939 when Cham- 
bers met him. Berle’s association with the 
Liberal Party of New York has been long 
and intimate (as Honorary Chairman, etc.). 
The Executive Director under Berle in .the 
Liberal Party, Ben Davidson, was. expelled 
from the Communist Party as a -Love- 
stoneite. The Liberal Party is the Socialist 
apparatus of David Dubinsky xx and Alex 
Rose xx and is intimately associated with 
the ADA. Berle was a Harvard man, lectur- 
ed on finance at the Business School, started 
his career: with Louis Brandeis’ law firm, 
joined the -Council on Foreign Relations, 
was an early. New Dealer, and a committee 
member of the cited Communist-front Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union. (Special Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, Vol. 1, 
1938, p.531).. 


RICHARD N. GOODWIN, special assistant 
to the President (duties not given press), 
was a key man in the Harvard Group and 
chief assistant to Ted Sorenson during the 
campaign. He is just two years out of 





Harvard Law School and spent most of the 
intervening period as law clerk to Justice 
Felix Frankfurter. (N.Y. Times, 7/14/60, 
p.18) .Goodwin was president of the Harvard 
Law Review. He is the latest in a long 
line of Frankfurter proteges planted close 
to the center of power. 


The White House staff also includes 
ARTHUR SCHLESINGER JR.xx top mem- 
ber of the brain trust of the Harvard Group, 
a Harvard history professor, brother-in-law 
of John K. Fairbank (Harvard, identified 
as a communist: in sworn testimony), ADA’ 
chairman, -chief researcher and ghost writer 
for. Stevenson, etc. He regards. the welfare 
state (socialist) as “the best security 
against communism.” He wrote speeches 
for Stevenson during all of his campaigns 
and is doing the same thing for Kennedy. 


‘WALT ROSTOWxx of M.LT., a Rhodes 
Scholar, Harvard Group expert on economic 
development problems in “underdeveloped 
countries,” is also on the White House staff 
as deputy to the special assistant on nat’l 
security. (N.Y. Times, 1/25/61, p.37). 


PAUL A. FREUNDx:, Kennedy’s expert 
on “civil rights” from the Harvard Group 
was Louis Brandeis’ secretary and planted 
in the Justice Department in the early days 
of the New Deal by Frankfurter. He is a 
Harvard Law professor. (Chicago Tribune, 
12/22/35). 

COUNCIL OF ECONOMIC ADVISERS 


PROF. WALTER W. HELLER<xx became 
chairman of the Council of Economic Ad- 
visers (CEA). Heller is an old-line New 
Dealer and has held various positions with 
the Treasury Dept. In 1942 he helped install 
the income tax withholding system for 
Treasury. He was chief of internal finance 
in the German military government under 
Lucius Clay. He is a Harvard lecturer. 


PROF. KERMIT GORDON, a _ Rhodes 
Scholar, is another CEA appointee and is 
also a Harvard man. He was the director of 
the economic and administrative program 
of the Ford Foundation, a Brookings In- 
stitute consultant, an old OPA, State Depart- 
ment and OSS employee.
